milk programs—for varying peri 
ods of years. 


Kennedy said the law will per- 


mit expansion of markets, a re- 
duction of the stocks of wheat and 
feed grains, and a lessening of the 
burden on taxpayers. Both farm- 
ers and consumers, he said, will 
benefit from extension of market- 
ng^n-dcrs to more commodities. 


He mentioned also the possibili- 


ties for enlarging markets for 
American farm products overseas 
and for expanding the school milk 
program at home.

dent Kennedy's biggest Icsto in 
dealing with Congress coinc in 
the next few weeks. 


So far lie has relied heavily on 


President Eisenhower's method of 
avoiding temper tantrums on ci- 
ther side. He Iras done pretty 
well. 


But his programs which Con- 


gress approved have been fairly 
conservative 
and,, in the main, 


noncontroverSial. 


The real tougn ones — foreign 


aid, federal aid to education and 
medical care for1 the aged — are 
in s<cnious trouble. The1 medical 
care bill is in such distress' 
it 


looks dead foe 1901. 


Kennedy has given the impres- 


sion of more determined follow- 
through than Eisenhower, 
al- 


though whether t'his is true will 
be shown in the way he handles 
himself with Congrcs's from now 
on. 


Eisenhower from tlie beginning 


acted as though his White Mouse 
leadership job wort) lo keep down 
conflict, not only abroad but 
at 


home.. 


But this business 
of staying 


above the strife in dealing with 
Congress—when important legis- 
lation runs ink) serious- opposition 
— could be 
and was at 
time 


fatal. 


Kennedy has worked hard in 


two directions to get Congress' lo 
go along with him: 


1. Through his staff members 


who maintain constant and per- 
sonal contact wil'h the senators* 
and representatives. 


2.. Thr&ugh his low direct con- 


tacts with them — White House 
conferences'. White Mouse break- 
fasts, telephone calls.. 


Always, howevci', he has avoid- 


ed even minor personal unpleas- 
antries with members of Con- 
gress, at' least in public. 


He has obtained approval for 


one piece of legislation after an- 
other although, as mentioned, al- 
most nnoc of it was of the 
kind 


to bring on filibusters or frcnzie's.. 


Ir, lacl, the one piece of Icgisla' 


lion which might 'live induced' a 
filibuster—civil rights — ho very 
carefully never sent lo Congress 
at all, even though he had prom- 
ised in the i960 campaign to make 
this one of his earliest 
efforts 


with Co-tigress in HKil. 


The medical care program — 


after various assaults from with- 
in and 
without 
Congress, .par- 


ticularly from the American Med- 
ical Association—seems to have 
disappeared 
for this year in a 


congressionl pigeonhole marked1: 
'Rest in peace," 


Kennedy can't1 claim 
he1 ex- 


hausted himself fighting for" this 
one. On t'hc other hand, he re- 
portedly had decided to make a 
last ditch stand foi" his foreign 
aid 
bill. 


Mis recent TV talk on trouble, 


with communism over Berlin—in 
which he stressed danger1 and 
asked for stcppcd-up defense — 
may have helped make, passage, 
of the foreign aid bill easier.
